It is rearettable that the King’s Birthday week-end should be marred by 
another set of incidents which are doing so much harm to soccer and making 
the game a laughing stock to the followers of other codes in Victoria. I refer 
to the Juventus-Yallourn game which was abandoned by the referee on Saturday. 
Until] the matter has been dealt with by the League Management Committee it 
is not possible to comment directly on the game, but it is just one more of a 
series of troubles towards the stopping of which, serious thought must be given. 

The visits of some clubs to other States and the entertaining by others of 
visitors from interstate, took the sting out of the League competition, but Sun- 
shine United's victory over Hakoah on Saturday gives them a 5-point lead over 
Prahran, their nearest rivals in the First Division. The abandonment of the 
Yallourn-Juventus game brings Preston and South Melbourne United within 
| point of Yallourn at the head of the Second Division. 

In the Third Division (North) Fifers are giving White Eagles a great run 
lo see who will be the team to gain promotion to the Second Division next sea- 
son, while in the Third Division (South) the battle goes on between J UST and 
the Navy, with Olympic sneaking up quietly in the background. 

With only six more League matches to play the situation in all Divisions 
is becoming tense, particularly in the relegation zones. 

The success of the Brighton and Sandringham City clubs of bringing the 
two crack N.S.W. teams (Metters-Canterbury and Woonona-Bulli) to Melbourne 
was proved by the huge crowd at Olympic Park for the Brighton and Metters 
Game and the popularity of the visit by Sandringham and Woonona to Won- 
thaggi, where the locals gave them a great welcome. 

The fact that both Melbourne sides “bit the dust’ should not deter other 
clubs from following in the footsteps of these pioneers by inviting interstate sides. 
lt is only by trying ourselves out against these giants of the game that we can 
fnd out our true form and preserve our sense of balance. 

Brighton's defeat by Metters-Canterbury to the tune of 4 goals to 2 at 
Olympic Park Was not SO enormous as to cause a drop in morale at Hurlingham 
Park. Brighton have suffered defeats just as big in Leaque games this year, so 
no alarm should be felt over this defeat. 

Sandringham Citys defeat by Woonona-Bulli was heavy and naturally 
disappointing to the “Hammers,” but they can take some comfort from the fact 
that it is common knowledge that their crop of injuries since the beginning of the 
season has made it extremely difficult for the club to maintain its early form, 
Sandringham took on a big job in entertaining Woonona and also running a 
Junior Carnival on one and the same week-end, and they are to be commended 
on their courage and initiative. We regret that this column could not wait for 
us to get the result of the Junior Carnival, and also the return games Brighton 
and Sandringham played with their visitors on Monday, but should results come 
in on time we will publish them in another part of the paper.

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WE NEED PUBLICITY 


By RICHARD DREYFUS 


“In comparison with Australian Rules football (which is a variation of rugby), 
Soccer in Australia is treated in a most ‘step-motherly’ sort of fashion — although 
sn the State of Victoria some 20 clubs play their roster and cup matches every 


Saturday afternoon. 
This. in the words of an American weekly paper, was the state of soccer 


bere in 1941. How has this situation improved, and what more is there we can do’? 
Before answering these two questions, let us quote another paragraph from the 
New York weekly. 

“Soccer in Victoria is unlikely to obtain the huge gates, numbering some- 
times into the hundred-thousand, which Australian Rules draws. It must, however, 
be mentioned that a crowd of over 20,000 watched a Chinese team from Hong 
Kong play at the Sydney Cricket Ground.” 

‘As is known to all soccer fans, the war years did not help in the struggle 
to place the code on the map in Australia. In Victoria particularly, the game 
suffered considerably as more and more boys joined the fighting forces. Teams 
dropped out of competitions at an alarming rate, and the crowds which had 
surrounded playing fields in increasing numbers in 1939, also dwindled away to 
a mere nothing. The game was at a very low ebb. However, thanks to an ardent 
few workers who would not give up, soccer in Victoria was not allowed to dir 
out. They kept plugging away at what was, at that time, an almost thankies 
task. Today their efforts have been rewarded. We see instead of 20 teams the 
record number of 66 senior elevens competing for honors in seven Senior Divi- 
sions. Besides those, we have a Hourishing Junior League which in four divisions 
contains 39 enthusiastic up-and-coming teams of youngsters. 

Lindoubtedly the major factor in this remarkable revival has been the influx 
of Br'tish and Continental migrants to Australia. Brought here to help in the 
economic development and upbuilding of the country, they have also helped to put 
soccer hack to its former high position. But there is a lonq and hard path ahead 
of us if soccer is to replace Australian Rules as the National Game here’ And 
this particularly applies to Victoria. 

One of the first tasks is to see that Melbourne soccer gets still more publicity 
in the four Melbourne dailies than it does at the moment. It is not enough to 
read a preview on Thursday, and the results on Monday. Australian Rules gets 
4 write-up every day! If the Soccer Association could see its Way clear fn 
appoint a competent press oficer it would find the small expens? very well 
rewarded. And a few good advertisements would not hurt. either. Nowhere did 
I see *he State Trial game at Olymn’c Park advertised in the manner in which it 
shonld have been. Very many people said. Oh. I did not even know it was on.’ 
What was the result? A verv small crowd. numbering perhaps a few hundred, 
when it should have been many more than a thousand. —

licity, so that everyone knows where and how soccer is being played in Victoria.
